The complexities of 
stage rocketry have 
evident in American tests

have done, of reaching the 
more distant planets when 
the moon has proved 
sufficiently inaccessible, In 
terms of distance alone, the 
scientists have come up 
againat formidable obstacles.

vening Post, said in the magazine that the United States several times drift- 
ed close to war over the Quemoy and Matsu islands because of a lack of clear- 


cut policy, 


In April 1965, Alsop said, 
President Elscnhower made a 
request to Generalissimo Chiang 
Kal-shek to ovacuato the 
offshore islands and offering 
American help to that end, plus 
iron-bound guarantees on 
Formosa and the Pescadores. 

",..Chiang flew into a 
coldly bitter rage, sald he would 
DQ more abandon his islands 
than he would desecrate the 
craves of his ancestors,” Alsop 
sald, 

After the 1955 crisis over the 
cffshore Iskands died down, the 
U.S. Government did not persist 
in the Issue. 


Vital To U.S. 


"The President hod made a 
baste pollcy decision — that 
evacuation of the offshore 
islands was In the vital Ameri- 
can Interest. 

"But when the pressure eased, 
the decision was forgotten abaut 
for almost three and a half 
years, Alsop sald. 

Alsop continued:
